Making [Postage Stamps. 


Every part of postage stamp making 
is done by hand, *The designs are en- 
graved on steel, 200 stamps§on a single 
plate.. These plates are] inked by two 
men, and then are printed.by a girl and 
aman on a large hand press. They 
are dried as fast as printed and then 
gummed with a starch paste made from 
potatoes. This paste is dried by plac- 
ing the sheets ina steam fanning ma- 
chine, and then the stamps are sub- 
jected toa pressure of 2000 tons in a 
hydraulic press. Next the sheets are 
cut sothat each one contains 100 stamps 
after which the paper between the 
stamps is perforated, and after being 
pressed, the sheets are filed away. If 
a single stamp is injurea the whole 
sheet is burned.—Washington Post. 


The Farm as a Training School. 


It remains true even to-day that the 
farm is the chief and the. best school 
for the training of capable men that 
exists in this country. Itis otherwise 
in Europe, where one does not find a 

_ class corresponding to the independent 
American farmer. But. with us the 
farmer is asuperb trainer of boys. His 
lads are learning real things, while the 
town boys too often are merely studying 
in books the pale reflection of things. 

The farmer boy knows early about 
land and soils; about crops and their 
rotations; about the seasons and the 
weather and the signs of the sky. He 
grows up in familiar acquaintance with 
animals. He owns a dog, he has a 
favorite horse, he rides wild celts, he 
feeds the horned cattle. He helps in 
the planting and in the harvesting. 
He is usually versed in wood lore and 
knows trees and plants, birds, squirrels, 
rabbits and ground hogs. He hunts 
with a gun and goes fishing. He de- 
velops superb health. He helps repair 
the fences. He learns about tools and 
masters the complexities of farm ma- 
chinery. In short, the range of his 
practical knowledge becomes very great. 
—Albert Shaw in Sketch of Leland 
Stanford, August Review of Reviews. 


Business Will Be Good Again.

It will not be many weeks before the 
mills which are now closing down for 
lack of orders willagain be started up, 
and when once that time has come it is 
reasonable to expect thet they will be 
busier than they have been before. The 
markets of the country, which have not 
for along time been overstocked, are 
now, as everybody, from the smallest 
indiyidual consumer to the largest 
wholsale buyer, seems afraid to make 
any kind of a purchase, being reduced 
to the lowest point possible. The nat- 
ural result of this course of action must 
be that when buying again begins there 
will be nothing to buy, and orders which 
could ordinarily be filled by the re- 
tailer or jobber will reach the manu- 
facturer almost without any loss of time 
in transmission. There are just as 
many persons in the United States as 
there were a year ago, and their wants 
are just as great and just as varied as 
they ever were. Their demands in the 
past, with what export trade we have 
had, which is constantly increasing, 
have served to keep all our factories 
and merchants busy, and they will con- 
tinue to do soin the future.—Manu- 
facturer’s Gazette. 


Found Mother and Brother Dead.

Academic and Technical Instruction. 


Professor N. 8. Shaler, in his paper, 
Relations of Academic and Technical 
Instruction, in the August Atlantic, sets 
forth the advantages a university offers 
té.a’ scientific student above those to. be 
found in an isolated technical school: 

The incidental profit which the stv- 
dent of technical science may win from 
his residence ata university consists 
partly in the chance which he there has 
of getting some idea of the modes of 
thought and expression of many mas- 
ters who are not among those whose 
instruction he is required to attend, 
When I was myself a student of geol- 
ogy in the Lawrence Scientific School, 
more than thirty years ago, I founda 
great and abiding profit in the2’ectures 
of Professor Lowell, which I heard for 
several successive years. So, too, the 
instruction given by Professor Jeffries 
Wyman in the lecture room and labora- 
tory, though not demanded in my 
course, was of inestimable advantage to 
me. Such chances as these could not 
possibly come to a youth in a detached 
technical school, even if its teaching 
force could be organized with ideal com- 
pleteness. Such men as I have men- 
tioned grow and abide only in the free 
atmosphere of academic culture, where 
learning is followed for its own sake, 
and not as an aid to a very immediate 
end. 

While there doubtless is such a thing 
as a dissipation of energy on the part 
of a brain worker, it is tolerably clear 
that the intelligence, like the body of a 
man, is at its best an intricate and 
complex growth, in which each healthy 


Porgan, or function, strengthens every 


other. The blacksmith needs a strong 
arm, but also a patient back, a quick 
eye, andaready judgment. The true 
athlete, the man who 1s fit for all the 
exigences of an active life, must have 
trained, not his body only, but his 
judgment and his will. The mind is 
not a member, likejthe ear or the arm; 
it isa pervasive and complex whole, 
which must be developed by many 
various contacts and influences. , 

If, a8 is often the case, it be neces- 
sary to give the student of technology 
a practical acquaintance with the arts 
which he is to practise after the period 
of his direct schooling is past, that end 
can best be accomplished, not. by keep- 
ing him in an atmosphere of .a profes- 
sional quality during his term times, 
but by a proper use of the long summer 
vacation which we, following the Eng- 
lish usage, have adopted in our higher 
education,—a custom which is  war- 
ranted by the trying character of our 
climate. This long break in study is 
often a sad waste of the period of life 
in which intellectual accomplishment 
is most easily won,—a time which 
should be counted by months, when 
indeed the principle of carpe diem 
should ever be before the {minds of 
those who have control of youth. I 
have found that. students of geology 
who pursue the theoretical part of their 
work iu term time, with only such prac- 
tice as is necéssary to illustrate the 
theory, and who give the long vacation 
to economic employment in mines or 
surveys, derive a very great inspiration 
from contact with the practice of the 
arts. They feel ‘at “once how the gen- 
eral truth illuminates the practice, and 
in this practice they learn where they 
still need enlightenment by studious 1n- 
quiry. The same result. is attained in 
other branches of engineering work.

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LEADERS AND RULERS. 


Low Some Common Namesand Titles Came 
to Be Applied. 

There are heaps of history in titles. 
For instance, take that of the “‘prince of 
Wales.” This title is always given to 
the eldest son of the ruler reigning over 
England, and it came in this way: 

Wales is now part of the kingdom of 
Great Britain, as Ireland and Scotland 
are. But once for a long time Wales 
Was a separate kingdom, At last the 
English conquered it, and then after 


that there were always plots and rebel- 


lions among the Welsh people, By and 
by an English king went with his queen 
into Wales to see if the Welsh were ill 
treated, and if they were to try to make 
things easier and pleasanter for them. 
The Welsh nobles and leaders all came 
together to meet their English king and 
to complain to him, 

But the king gave them no chance to 
speak. He rose and told them he had 
heard they wanted a prince of their own, 
and that he meant to give them one--a 
born Welshman and speaking no other 
language. 

en, as the Welsh joyfully cheered as 
loud as they could, he fetched out his 
baby son, born the night before in the 
Welsh castle, and of course the baby 
could ‘‘speak’ no other language,” as he 
was not able to speak at all. Ever since 
the eldest son of the English royal fami- 
ly has been called the ‘‘prince of Wales.” 
That ruler deserved his own title ‘‘king,” 
for ‘‘king” is a word that comes from 
“*koenig,” which means a ‘‘wise” or 
‘knowing man.” I suppose the first 
rulers—the heads or. kings of small tribes 
—came to be so by ‘“‘knowing more,” by 
being ‘‘wiser,” than the other men of the 
tribe. 

“Czar” and ‘‘kaiser” both came from 
the Latin word ‘‘cesar,” the title of the 
great conquering Roman rulers, whose 
only law was their own will. 

The czar of Russia and the young 
Kaiser William of Germany have much 
more power over their subjects than the 
queen of England has over the people of 
England, ‘‘Sultan” is another such title, 
and it comes from an Arabic word, 
which means ‘“‘absolute lord.” 

Grover Cleveland’s title, ‘‘president,” 
means one appointed to sit before or 
over others. It comes from the two 
Latin words ‘‘pre,” which means ‘‘be- 
fore,” and ‘‘sideo,” which means “‘to sit.” 
The title shows that the president’s busi- 
ness is to sit before or above the law- 
makers and carry out and execute the 
laws they frame. This is why the presi- 


dent is sometimes called the ‘‘chief ex- | 


ecutive,” 

“Captain” means “head man.” It 
comes from the word ‘‘caput,” whick 
means ‘‘the head.” ‘‘Colonel” comes 
from the same Latin root word as ‘‘col- 
umn,” and the title no doubt rose from 
the regimental practice of marching or 
attacking in column, with their com- 
mander at the head, 

As to the two titles ‘‘democrat” and 
“republican,” when a small boy hears 
them he generally thinks of one or the 
other of those political parties as the 
people who are not of his father’s way 
of thinking. It will do him no harm to 
know exactly what each of these: party 
titles really means. 

*‘Democrat” comes from the Greek 
word ‘‘demos,” which means “the peo- 
ple,” and from ‘‘kratos,” which. means 
“power.” So a “democrat” is one who 
believes in the power or sovereignty of 
the people, each acting as nearly as may 
be for himself. 

“Republican” comes from the Latin 
words ‘‘res publica,” which mean ‘‘for 
the common -good.”—Chicago Inter 
Ocean,

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HOME DRESSMAKING, 


FOUR DISTINCT SKIRTS AND HOW TO 
‘CUT THEM. 


The Umbrella, the Empire, the 1830 and 
the Circular—Not a Difficult Task to Cut 
Them — Notes About the Trimming. 
Pockets and Openings. 


(Copyright, 1893, by ia Press Associa- 
tion. . 

There are now four distinct skirts, known 
respectively as umbrella, empire, 1830 and 
thecircular. The circular is acomplete cir- 
cle, with the center cut out for the waist, 
the rest fallingdin loose folds all around and 
with no seam except that in the back very 
like those of last Season, but fuller. It re 
quires double width material to cut these. 
The top is fulled in to the belt to cause it to 
fit over the hips. 

The umbrella style requires nine breadths 
and is narrow at the top and extremely flar- 
ing, and generally some kind of trimming 
outlines each seam. 

The empire is composed of eight breadths, 
and the 1830 is made very full and flaring, 
sometimes plain from top to bottom, but 
morejoften with a flounce set on, which is 
cut in a partial circle so as to give the ap- 
pearance of a second skirt, when, as is gener- 
ally the case, itis headed by a narrow ruffle, 
or the joining is covered by some special 
trimming. 

In most cases these are cut in the form of 
a half circle, but in others they are cut in 
sections, with the wide end downward and 
the top of each hollowed out a little and 
the bottom rounded to give it a flare. 

Theempire skirt is cut much like any 
other, but there are eight breadths as 
against the five. The top of the front 
breadth measures from 6 to 4 inches across 
the top and flares to 22 at the bottom. It 
is cut lengthwise on the fold. The nextsix 
breadths are 5 inches across the top and re- 
spectively 19, 20 and 22 at the bottom. The 
back breadth is 40 inches all along and cut 
to a short train in the back. Thetop of the 
back breadth is entirely taken up in plaits, 
making this skirt 88 inches around the 
waist. In case the wearer is more slender 
the breadths can be sloped in at the top or 
gathered slightly to bring it to the re 
quired size. 

The pattern of a skirt is so easily drafted, 
given the measurement of length and waist- 
band, that few instructions are needed oth- 
er than to say that they should be cut on 
the straight and right side up where there 
isa nap or pattern. Where the goods are 
alike, like plain silk cashmere, etc., the 
gores can be pieced, as is shown on the dia- 
gram, by taking what comes from the top 
and adding it on the bottom, but this isnot 
advisable if there is plenty of goods. Some- 
times two breadths can be got from one 
width of cloth by adding these triangular 
pieces. Sometimes by laying one breadth 
(that means double) up and the other down 
when’ cutting two can be cut without 
piecing, but this will do only in cashmere, 
plain silk, cottons and chevrons, cheviots 
and plain napless goods of extra width. 
Velvet and velutina should never be cut 
“up and down,”’’ as there is always a differ- 
ence in the shading. 

The stiff skirt lining now used may beof 
crinoline, horsehair or wigan. If of horse- 
hair, the edges must be firmly bound with 
strong material, so that the hairs will not 
stick through and irritate the wearer, the 
facing to becut just the shape of the bot- 
tom and can be as deep as desired. It is 
better to have it made separate and cat 
stitch it to the lining, leaving the lower 
edge to come even with the bottom of the 
skirt, It should bein turn faced with al- 
paca or black ‘silk stitched on with a ma- 
chine, If three or four rows of the stitch- 
ing are sewed around, they make the skirt 
stand out better. When these are first 
basted twice around the bottom and then 
cat stitched on, the edge should be care- 
fully trimmed and then bound with bias 
velutina, which comes in pieces for that 
purpose. It needs more than one bunch, 
as the skirts ure so largearound. This is 
to be basted with the velvet part to the 
skirt and turned upward on the outside 
and basted with a strong thread, which is 
toremainin. Then it should be stitched 
and finally turned and felled down strongly 
to the under side, 


DIAGRAMS OF EMPIRE SKIRTS. 


The bottoms of all the styles of skirts are 
to be treated in the same manner, which 
gives them a neat and perfect finish, The 
bottom can then be pressed, and it is ready 
for the pocket and band, Some simply pipe 
the top, and this.is preferable finish for all 
skirts to be worn with a basque, but where 
they are to be worn with a short, round 
waist a band is better, as it offers a means 
of fastening waist and skirt together. 

The skirts open in the bak, and the plack- 
et should be barely large enough to permit 
the wearer to get into the , nag and it 
should be lapped over from the right side 
and firmly stitched. : 

The pocket now is often entirely omitted, 
but i@can be set in the back seam of the 
last gore. It can be cut round or square, as 
is preferred, but must always be faced with 
the dress» material. When two loops are 
sewed, one on each side of the waist bind- 
ing, the skirt is finished except for the 
trimmings. 

' The trimming most in vogue just now is 
the narrow gathered ruffle, with rolled 
French hem. Thisis but slightly gathered, 
sometimes with a heading and. sometimés 
without, These are set around 'the bottom 
or at intervals up the skirt, Thetrimming 


‘of a skirt is so largely a matter of private 


taste that it is not easy togivedirections as 
to the best style. waar 

All the skirts where the full cut bottom 
is joined to the rest have sonie trimming. 
It miay be plain ribbon band, jet passemen- 
terie or velvet bands’ or milliner’s folds. 
These last cannot be described, but every 
one can learn to make them ‘by seeing it 
done. : 

Bias Velvet’ and silk flat folds must be 
made over crinoline to keep shape. Rows 
of velvet folds of graduated widths placed 
at regular distances apart make a hand- 
some trimming, but they must be sewed 
on in the straightest line, for they look bad 
if they are not and show the tyro.

of education that is recognized to be 
without an equal-for the deYelopment 
of young minds, 

The kindergarten system very quickly 
attracted the attention and interest of 
people who were able to pay for such 
SR So ag a few’of our large 
gities have .added it to. the regular 
school course, but. the expense has thus 
far kept, the poorer classes, who need it 
the most, from enjoying its benefits. 
Whoever has seen its workings upon 
the young child, under the, guidance of 
.a skilful and interested teacher, could 
not fail to be deeply ‘interested, and 
wish that expense need not enter into 
the question of evety town having a 
free kindergarten, 

The opening of a freé summer school 
at North Andover, through the efforts 
of Miss Virginia Steyens, was noted 
with a good deal. of satisfaction: by the 
TOWNSMAN, and the progress has been 
watehed with tuch-. interest by Ando- 
ver as well as North Andoverpeople. 

The writer was pleased to be present; 
yesterday, at a public exhibition of a 
score and a half of bright-faced little 
ones from four to, six years of age, 
which showed some very excellent re- 


sults for the short term of teaching., 


A patient, pleasing teacher has done 
almost wonders in the few weeks at 
her disposal. All kinds and conditions 
of child life were seen in the group, and 
dullness seemed to have no place in 
hardly any of them.. Eyes and ears 
were always alert, and. fingers had 
gained deftness and dexterity. 

Miss Stevens and other friends who 
-have ‘carried out’ so successfully this 
trial term of child training, deserve the 
heartiest congratulations and thanks, 
of not only the tired mothers who have 
had so much relief, but of every citi- 
zen who has so much interest in the 
growth and education of our'young. 
Would that a free kindergarten might 
be an established fact the-year round, 
for every town and city in our state! 


Keep the Polities out: 


There can be no question but the 
special session of Congress is to be very 
largely a political: squabble, unless the 
legislators shall rise above their initia- 
tive steps of tlfe first féw days now 
passed. They will be watched with in- 
terest by a great country, every citizen 
of which has a deep interest in what 
may be done this summer at Washing- 
ton. A few of these citizens, few ds 
compared to the great whole, may de- 
sire to see our legislators put party ad- 
vancement first and the nation last, but 
the great majority must rise above that

feeling if our countty is to be brought 
out of its presetit troubled condition. 

But while we watch with deepest in- 
terest for wise and beneficial action at 
Washington, there is a warfare going 
on in our whole land’ that cannot but 
prove terribly disastrous if continued 
long. Almost without exception every 
party newspaper in onr country is drop- 
ping its banner as: the. people’s educa- 
tor and the restorer of confidence, and 
hoisting instead, a banner, if republi- 
can, ‘‘No confidence in democracy’’; 
‘if democratic, ‘Wicked republican 
laws.’’ Not content with a continual 
flaunting of these banners into each 
other’s faces, each party has now begun 
acampaign of misrepresentation that 
shall alarm and arouse the people most 
affected by hard times,—the laboring 
man. 

We cannot believe in the truth of 
such statements as are filling our party 
journals in regard to “ruining of our 
industries” and ‘‘bankrupting our na- 
tion,” or *‘shut-downs for political ef- 
fect only’ and ‘bluff, leading to wage 
reduction.’” And such’ sentiment can 
only resultin.an undue and malicious 
arousement of men whorely on their 
newspapers to tell them the truth. 

This is the time to keep the politics 
out of the consideration of affairs, and 
to put in, instead, a larger part of 
patriotism to our country, and confi- 
dence in its ability to increase and 
grow fat as in past years. 


The TOWNSMAN’S recent editorial on 
‘‘pay your little bills” ‘attracted con- 
siderable comment. There’s still a 
good deal of force to it, and its applica- 
tion does not need to stop with the gro- 
cer’s bill, either. 


Do you owe somebody? Strive every 
way to pay all you can. Does somebody 
owe you?, Treat him as leniently as 
yomcan. This is the time for every 
man to be a “‘brother.’’ 


The Boston Journal of Monday says in 
its Washington-correspondence: 


Congressman Stevens of Massachusetts 
does not expect that Congress will com- 
plete its work and adjourn ina few days, 
He said to-day that, desirable as it would 
be to repeal the Silver Purchase act with- 
out conditions speedily, he did not'see 
how. that could be’ accomplished. He 
does not understand that the opponents 
of the ‘repeal and. the frends of silver 
coinage, free or otherwise, will be wil- 
ling to permit the repeal bill to go through 
until they shall be satisfied as to substi- 
tute legislation. © Z 

They would not, he thinks, be willing 
to trust anybody, and they will, perhaps, 
have votes enough to prevent the condi- 
tional repeal of the Sllver Purchase act. 
This, however, is the individual opinion 
of Mr, Stevens. 

He says that he knows nothing abont 
the situation and has been able to learn 
nothing, and cannot find any member of 
the House who does know anything. Mr. 
Stevens expects that he will be continued 
on the Committee of Ways and Means, 
where he served in the last Congress. He 
has not, however, heard a word from 
Speaker Crisp with regard to it. “And I 
can say,’’ said Mr. Stevens, “that neither 
Mr. Springer, Mr. “McMillan, nor Mr, 
Turner of.that committee know anything 
more about the subject of their retention 
on the committe thanIdo,”.  , 

Mr. Stevens supposes that the ‘‘free 
traders,’’ as he calls them, will desire to 
-have him kept off the committee, His 
position on the wool question is what it 
was during the last Congress. ‘ 

He does not know whether to expect a 
long session or not. He says that he cer- 
tainly cannot see how anyone can predict 
that the session will be a very short one.

Mr. Sutton thinks that he will be able 
to pay the majority of the employees 
perhaps all, in currency, without issuing 
many checks. They will be paid as usual 
a week from Friday. * 


Mr. Gilbert’s Horses. 


The Winchester Star of last week prints 
the following article: 


Mr. George H. Gilbert has bought of 
Loretto Hayford of Belfast, Me., the well- 
known road and trotting horse ‘Ben 
Bolt,” one of the best bred and hand- 
somest horses in the state of Maine. He 
is a dark chestnut in color, and was- 
raised by Mr. Hayford, who owns his sire 
and dam, his sire being Hambletonian 
Chief, by Middletown, by Rysdyk’s Ham- 
bleton, the grandest horse America has 
yet produced. The dam of “Ben Bolt” 
was by Harry Hayford, son of Dirigo, 2d 
dam by Calvin, son of Winthrop Messen 
senger, 3d dam by State.of Maine, son of 
Winthrop Messenger. The sire of ‘Ben 
Bolt” was the sire of George O, 2.24 1-4, 
Elmbrook, 2.26 1-4, Kitty C, 2.36 1-2, Inez 
2.44 1-2 (4 years old). ‘‘Ben Bolt” isa 
horse of great substance and fast, he is a 
gentleman’s trotting driver, and. he 
weighs rising 1000°lbs,, the same as Mr. 
Gilbert’s ‘‘Bruno.” 

When three years of age, he trotted a 
race at Munroe, Me., in a class of five, 
winning a heat in 2.48. He is now eight 
years old, and has shown Mr. Hayford a 
mile to road wagon over a half-mile track 
in 2.40. Heis a perfect ae horse, and 
it 1s for this reason Mr. Gilbert bought 
him, to match his black horse ‘‘Bruno,”’ 
who can carry any 2.30 horse to a break 
at the pole. Thisis probably the finest 
and speediest gentleman’s team in Mid- 
dlesex County, with perhaps the excep- 
tion of Mr. Harry Dutton’s $10,000 pair 
at Medford. The price paid for ‘‘Ben 
Bolt”? was a Jong one. 

Mr. Gilbert possesses in ‘Ben Bolt,” 
“Bruno,” and ‘Canterbury Boy’ a trio 
of as fine horses as were ever owned in 
this town, and any one of them can out- 
trot any horse in this vicinity, and a lady 
can drive them at that. Among the cele- 
brated horses Mr. Gilbert has owned may 
be mentioned May Queen and May 
Flower, double team record 2.41 over 
Fleetwood, N.Y.; Canterbury Boy and. 
Early Dawn, double team record, Tilton, 
N.H., 2.49; Twilight, 2.42; Jersey Lilly, 
2 34; Little Giant (pacer), 2.32; Snowflake, 
2.81 1-2, and Belle of Hudson, 2.31, over 
Mystic. Mr. Gilbert still owns this mare 
and keeps her at a farm in his native 
town, Andover. She is 33 years old. was 
sired by Honest Allen, and can show a 
minute gait to-day. Mr. Gilbert raised a 
pair of'colts from her, Silk and Satin, by 
Godfrey Patchen, fi and gave them toa 
relative. Bruno, his black horse, 8 years 
old, that is to be driven with Ben Bolt, is 
by Winthrop Morrill, jr., dam.a morgan 
mare by Daniel Lambert. Both horses 
are royally bred, while Canterbury Boy, 
record 2.40, is a grandson of the cele- 
brated Ethan Allen. 

Mr. Gilbert also owned ‘“‘Mermaid,”’ an 
Arabian mare whose dam _ was imported. 
She died by rupturing a blood vessel at 
the Andover farm. Mr. Gilbert has a 
fine oil painting of her done by Town- 
send, the New York animal painter, 
which eigris the walls at Sunnyside. 
The late Col. James Fisk once offered 
Mr. Gilbert a fabulous sum for Mermaid.

The Pumps of the Egyptian. 

A representative piece of mechanism 
occurs frequently on the sculptutes of 
early Egypt. It has the appearance of 
and is generally believed to be that of a 
portable pump. © The hydraulic screw is 
also attributed to this people, but their 
main reliance seems always to have been 
the Shadoof, seen everywhere along the 
banks of the Nile, an invention so sim- 
ple and so-well adapted to their nerds 
that it remains today substantially the 
same as it has through all the centuries 
since history began, 

The same may be said regarding the 
chain pump in China, an invention the 
origin of which antedates the Christian 
era. This simple machine, which seems 
never to have been improved upon, is in 
such common use that every agricultural 
laborer is in possession of one. Where 
irrigation is conducted on a larger scale 
the chain pump is made proportionately 
larger and moved by a very simple tread 
wheel, and still larger ones are operated 
by yoking a buffalo or other animal to a 
suitable driving machine. 

The application of steam to raising 
water is of uncertain origin. Long be- 
fore the Christian era certain applica- 
tions of fire to vessels containing water, 
by which effects were produced calcu- 
lated to ,astonish ignorant worshipers, 
were practiced by the priests of Egypt, 
Greece and Rome, but their knowledge 
seems never to have been turned into 
any channel of secular usefulness,—En- 
gineering Magazine. 


We ‘we the Hat to Asia, 

.We owe the hat to Asia, for it was in 
that country that the art of felting wool 
was first known, and from the most re- 
mote periods the art was carried on by 
the orientals. In India, China, Burmah 
and Siam hatsare made of straw, of rat- 
tan, of bamboo, of pith, of the leaf of 
the Tallport palm and of a large variety 
of grasses. The Japanese made their 
hats of paper. The modern hat can be 
traced back to the petasurs worn by the

The merchant in Chaucer's ‘‘Canterbury 
Tales” had ‘‘on his head a Flaunderish 
beaver hat,” and from that period on- 
ward there is frequent mention of ‘felt 
hattes.”— Washington Star.

THE MESSAGE READ 


President Urges Prompt Re- 
peal of Silver Law. 


Financial Plight Due to Congressional 
Silver Legislation— People Are En- 
titled to Money Good on Any Exchange. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—President Cleve- 
Jands message was read in congress today. 
It was as follows: 

To the congress o! the United States: 
| The existence of an alarming and extra- 
ordinary business situation, involving the 
welfare and prosperity of all our people, 
aonstrained me to call together in ex- 
session the people’s representatives in 
congress to the end that through a wise 
and patriotic exercise of the legislative 
duty with which they solely are charged, 
present evils may be mitigated and dan- 
gers threatening the future may be 
averted. 

Our unfortunate financial plight is not 

the result of untoward events nor of con- 
ditions related to our natural resources, 
nor is it traceable to any of the afflictions 
which frequently check national growth 
and prosperity. 
\ With plenteous crops, with abundant 
promise of remunerative production and 
manufacture, with unusual invitation to 
safe investment and with satisfactory as- 
surance to business enterprise, suddenly 
financial distrust and fear have sprang up 
on every side. 

Numerous moneyed institutions have 
suspended because abundant assets were 
not immediately available to meet 

The Demands of Frightened Depositors. 

Surviving corporations and individuals 
are content to keep in hand the money 
they are usually anxious to loan,and those 
engaged in legitimate business are sur- 
prised to find that the securities they of- 
fer for loans, thougb heretofore satisfac- 
tory, are no longer accepted. 


Values supposed to be fixed are fast be- 


coming conjectural, and loss and failure 
have involved every branch of business. 

I believe that these thinzs are princi- 
pally chargeable to congressional legisla- 
tion touching the purchase and coinage of 
silver-by the general government. « 

This legislation is embodied in. a statute 
passed on the l4th-day of July, 1890, which 
was the culmination of much agitation on 
the subject involved, and which may be 
considered a truce, after a long struggle 
between the advocates of free silver coin- 
age and thoseintending to ‘be more con- 
servative. 

Undoubtedly the monthly purchases by 
the government of 4,500,000 ounces of sil- 
ver, enforced under the statute, were re- 
garded by those interested in silver pro- 
duction as a certain guaranty of its in- 
crease in price.’ 

The result, however, has been entirely 
different, for immediately following a 
spasinodic and slight rise the 

Price of Silver Began to Fall 
after the passage of the act and has since 
reached the lowest point ever known. 
This disappointing result has led to, re- 
newed and persistent effort in the direc- 
tion of free silver coinage. 

Meanwhile, not only are the evil effects 

_of the operation of the present law cou- 
etantly (ope mse but the result to 
which its execution must inevitably lead 

is becoming palpable to all who give the 
least heed to financial subjects. 


This law provides that in payment for ' 


the 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion which 
the secretury of the treasury is com- 
manded to purchase monthly, there shall 
be issued treasury notes, redeemable on 
demand in gold or silver coin, at the 
discretion of the secretary of the treasury, 
and that said notes may be reissued. 

It is, however, declared. in the act to be 
“the established policy of the United 


States to maintain tha two metals on a: 


parity with each other upon the present 
legal ratio or such ratio as may be pro- 
vided by law.” 

This ‘declaration so controls the action 
of the secretary of the treasury as to pre- 
vent his exercising the discretion nomi- 
nally invested in ‘him, if} by such action 
the parity between gold and silver may be 
disturbed. Manifestly a refusal by the 
secretary to pay these treasury notes in 
gold, if demanded, would necessarily re- 
sult in their discredit and depreciation as 
obligations payable only in silver, and 
‘would destroy the parity between the two 
metals by establishing a 

Discrimination In Favor of Gold, 

Up tothe 15th day of July, 1893; these 
notés had been issued in payment of silver 
bullior purchased to the amount of more 
than $147,000,000. While all but a very 
small quantity of this bullion remains 
uncoined and without usefulness in the 
treasury, many of the notes given in its 
purehase have been paid in gold. This is 
illustrated by the statemert that between 
rand 1, 1892, and July “15, 1893, the notes of 
this kind issued in payment for silver 
bullion amounted to a little more than 
$54,000,000, and that during the: same 
period about $49,000,000 were paid by the 
treasury in gold for the redemption of such 
notes. 

The policy necessarily adopted of paying 
these notes in gold has not spared the gold 
reserve of $100,000,000, long ago set aside 
by the government for the redemption of 
other notes for this fund has already been 
subjected to the payment of new obliga- 
tions amounting to about $150,000,000 on 
account of silver purchases aud ag a con- 
sequence for the first time since its crea- 
tion been encroached upon. We have thus 

ade the 

Depletion of Our Gold Easy 
ep have tempted other. and more appre- 
iative nations to add it to their stock. 
‘ That the opportunity we have offered 
has not been neglected is shown by the 
large amounts of gold-which have been re- 
cently drawn from our treasury and ex- 
ported to increase the financial strength 
of foreign nations. The excess of exports 
of gold over its imports for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1893, amounted tomore than 

7,500, 000, 

Between the first day,of July, 1890, and 
the 15th day of July, 1893, the, gold coin 
_ bullion in our treasury decreased 

ore than $182,000,000, while during the 
same period the silver coin and bullion in 

he treasury increased more than §8147,- 
000,000, 

Unless government bonds are to be con- 
santly issued and sold to replenish our 
exhausted ‘gold, only to be again eéx- 
‘hausted, it is apparent that the operation 
of the silver purchase law now in force 
leads in the direction of the entire substi- 
tution of silver for the gold in the govern- 
ment treasury, and that this must be fol- 
lowed by the payment of all governnient 
obligations in depreciated silver, At this 
stage 

Gold and Silver Must Part’ Company 
and the government must fail in its ¢s- 
tablished policy to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other. 


Given over to ne exciusive use of a cur- 
reacy great y depreciated according to the 
standard of the commercial worid, we 
could no longer claim a place among na- 
tions of the first class, nor could our gov- 


‘ernment claim a performance of its ooli- 


gation, so far as such an obligation has 
been imposed upon it to provide for the 
use of the people the best and safest 
money. 

If, as many of its friends claim, silver 
ought to occupy a larger place ip our cur- 
rency and the currency of the world 
through general international cooperation 
and agreement it is obvious that the United 
States will not bein a position to gain a 
hearing in favor of such an arrangement 
80 long as we are willing to continue our 
attempt to accomplish the result single 
handed. 

The knowledge in business circles among 
our own people that our government cin 
not make its fiat equivalent to intrinsic 
value, nor keep inferior money on a parity 
with superior money by its own independ- 
ent efforts has resulted in 


Such a Lack of Confidence 


at home in the stability of currency val- 
ues that capital refuses its aid to new en- 
terprises while millions are actually 
withdrawn from the channels of trade and 
commerce t6 become idle and unproduc- 
tive in the hands of timid owners. 

Foreign investors equally alert, not only 
decline to purchase American securities, 
but make lmste to sacrifice those which 
they already have. 

It does not meet the situation to say 
that apprehension in regard to the future 
of our finances is groundless, ana that 
there is no reason for lack of confidence in 
the purposes or power of the government 
in the premises. 

The very existence of this apprehension 
and lack of confidence, however caused, is 
a@ menace which ought not for a moment 
to be disregarded. 

Possibly if tue, undertaking we have in 
hand were the maintenance of a specifi+ 
known quantity of silver asthe parity with 
gold, our ability to do so might be esti- 
mated and ganged, and, perhaps, in view 
of or unparalled growth and resources, 
might be favorably passed upon. But 
when our avowed endeavor is to maintain 
such parity in regard to ap amount of sil- 
ver increasing at the rate of %50,000,000 
yearly, with no fixed termination to such 
increase, it can hardly be said that a prob- 
lem is presented whose solution is free 
from doubt. : 

The people of the United States are en- 
titled to a sound and stable currency and 
to money recognized as such on every ex- 
change and in every market of the world. 
Their government bas no right to injure 
them by financial experiments opposed to 
the policy and practice of other civilized 
states, nor is it justified in permiting an 
exaggerated. und unreasonable reliance on 
our national strength and ability to jeop- 
ardize the soundness of the people’s money. 
This matter rises above the 


Plane of Party Politics. 


It vitally conce:ns every business and 
calling and enters every household in the 
land. There is one important aspect of the 
subject which especially should never be 
overlooked. 

At times likethe present, when the evils 
of unsound finances threaten us,the specu- 
lator may anticipate a harvest gathered 
from the misfortune of others, the capi- 
talist may protect himself by hoarding or 
may even find profitin the fluctuation of 
values; but the wage earner—the first to 
be injured by a depreciated currency and 
the last to receive the benefit of its correc- 
tion—is practically defenceless. He relies 
for work upon the ventures of confident 
and contented capital. This failing him, 
his condition is without alleviation, for he 
can neither prey on the misfortunes of 
others nor hoard his labor. 

One of the greatest statesmen.our coun- 
try has known, speaking more. than 50 
yéars ago, when a derangement of the 
currency had caused commercial distress, 
said: ‘‘The very man of all others who has 
the deepest interest in a sound currency 
and who suffers. most by mischievous 
legislationin money matters, is the man 
who earns his daily bread by hi§ daily 
toil.” 

These words are as pertitnent now as on 
the day they were uttered, and ought to 
impressively remind us that a failure in 
the discharge of- our duty at this time 
must especially injure those of our coun- 
trymen who labor, and who because of 
their number and condition are entitled 
to the most ; 


Watchful Care of Their Government, 


It is of the utmost importance that such 
relief as congress can afford in the exist- 
ing situation be afforded at once, The 
maxim, ‘He gives twice who ‘gives 
quickly,” is directly applicable. It may be 
true that the embarrassment from which 


the business of the country is suffering 


arise as much from evils apprehended as 
from those actually existing, 

We may hope, too, that’ calm counsels 
will prevail and that neither the capital- 
ists nor the wage earners will give way to 
unreasoning panic and sacrifice their prop- 
erty or their interests under the influence 
of exaggerated fears. Nevertheless, every 
day’s delay in removing one of the plain 
and principal causes of the present state of 
things enlarges the mischief already done 
and increases the responsibility of the gov- 
ernment for its existence. Whatever else 
the people have a right to expect from con- 
gress they may certainly demand that leg- 
!slation condemned by the orde»l of three 
years’ disastrous experience shall be re- 
moved from the statute books as soon as 
their representatives can legitimately deal 
with it. : 

It was my purpose to summon congress 


in special session early in the coming Sep-, 


tember, that we might enter promptly 
Upon the Work of Tariff Reform, 
which the true interests of the country 
clearly demand, which so large a majority 
of the people, as shown by their suffrages, 
desire and expect, and.to the accomplish- 
ment of which every effort of. the present 
administration is pledged. “But while 
tariff reform has lost nothingof its im- 
mediate and pernanent ithportance, and 
must, in tne near future engage the at- 
tention of congress, it bas seemed to me 
that the financial condition of the country 
should at once and before all subjects be 
considered by your honorable body. 

I earnestly recommend the prompt re- 
peal of the provisions of the act passed 
July 14, 1890, authorizing the purchase of 
silver bullion, and that other legislative 
action may put beyond all doubt or mis- 
take the intention and the ability of the 
government to fulfil its pecuniary obliga- 
tions in the money universally recognized 
by all civilized countties,

RESULT OF TWO SHOTS. LEARNED 
AFTER TWENTY-NINE YEARS, 


An Incident In the Practice Work of a 
Southern, Field Day—How Colonel Rich- 
ardson Came to Know That He Had Done 
Some Damage to His Enemies. 


When the Washington artillery was 
at Morgan City, there were many strik- 
ing incidents that sprang out of the cer- 
emonies of dedicating Fort Star and of 
practicing with the solid shot. The 
whole day the war and its memories 
were kept before the people, but it was 
not a reawakening in which the bloody 
shirt had any play, but more of a 
thoughtful, retrospection, in which the 
recalling of battles was not with bitter- 
ness, but with an impartial sadness. 
Among the happenings of the day none 
was more singular and noteworthy than 
one which occurred to Colonel Richard- 
son, the commander of the battalion. 

It was during the time when the bat- 
teries were firing shell at the two tar- 
gets, which looked like tiny handker- 
chiefs,on the water, they were so far 
away. A good shot was fired, and the 
spectators were applauding the excellent 
marksmanship, and the colonel stepped 
up to the gun tocommend the gunner, 
when-without cause or without knowing 
why the memory of a similar shot which 
had been fired 29 years ago almost to the 
very day flashed into his mind when he 
had stepped up to a gunner and compli- 
mented him in much the same style, 

It was when he was at Fort Malone at 
the siege of Petersburg, which was 
known as Fort ‘‘Damnation,” when the 
shot 29 years before had been fired, and 
the Fourth of July was almost the anni- 
versary of the very day. Instead of 
white targets for amark it had been the 
tops of two Sibley tents which peeped 
over the ramparts of Fort ‘‘Hell,” just 
opposite Fort ‘‘Damnation.” They were 
the tents of the Federal officers. He knew 
that from a deserter who had informed 
him, also that the officers of the whole 
command held a daily consultation there, 
and that he could tell the time from the 
fact that they hitched their horses around 
the tents, 

Colonel Richardson was then a cap- 
tain in the Washington artillery, and he 
-conceived the idea of scoring a point on 
the Federals by firing on the tents just 
at the time of the daily consultation. 
Hevselected the best gunner in his com- 
mand and told him what he wanted him 
to do, and that was to load and prepare 
the guns for a special shot which he was 
going to direct them to make the ensu- 
ing day. The young captain was sure 
that he had gunners he could depend up- 
on, and to make his triumph complete 
he asked General Malone to be present 
when the shots were to be fired. 

It was noon the next day when the 
horses of the Federal officers were seen 
collected around the two tents. The 
gunners were told to train their guns 
upon them and to be certain to make 
‘their shots tell. Those two shots were 
made the center of the interest of those 
in Fort “Dammation” for that day, for 
the word was passed around that the de- 

struction of the officers’ tents was to be 
attempted. 

After a deal of preliminary arrange- 
ments the two shots were fired, and the 
tops of the two Sibley tents disappeared 
like cardhouses in a gale of wind. The 
success of the shots was the signal for 
cheering on the part of the Confederates, 
General Malone complimented the ac- 
curacy of the artillerymen, and it was 
then that the captain stepped to the gun- 
mer and expressed his approbation in 
much the same way that he used to the 
one that had made the good shot at Mor- 
gan City. ‘But there had always been a 
tinge of dissatisfaction about that shot 
cat the Federal tents, and that was that 
he had never ascertained whether any 
one had been hurt in the tents, and for 
‘the 29 intervening years that one thought 
had pervaded the whole incident. 

With these thoughts in:his mind Colo- 
nel Richardson turned away from the 
gunner at Morgan City, and at that mo- 
‘ment one of Morgan City’s prominent 
citizens, Mr. Gray, stepped to the colo- 
nel’s side and said: ‘ 

“Isn't this Colonel Richardson?” 

“Yes.” 

“Well, Ihave been wanting to meet 
-you for many years, ever since I heard 
‘you had been in Fort ‘Damnation’ at 
the same time that I wasin Fort ‘Hell.’” 

“Yes?” said the colonel, ‘‘and when 
“were you in Fort ‘Hell?” 

“In July, 1864. In fact, just 29 years 
«go today,” answered Mr. Gray. 

The colonel instantly thought of those 
two shots and wondered if his curiosity 
-was to be satisfied. ‘Do you remember 
.aday while you were opposite me in 
Fort ‘Hell’ when tlie tents of the officers 
‘were taken down by two shots which 
were almost simultaneous?” 

The stranger did not reply for a full 
minute. A shadow seemed to fall over 
him, his eyes grew dark, and he stepped 
back and surveyed the colonel from head 
to foot, Then he broke out feelingly: 
‘“‘D——n you! I shall never forget those 
shots, They swept away the: flower of 
my corps. My first lieutenant was killed, 
and the leg of my second lieutenant was 
‘shot off, and five others were killed. And 
did you fire that shot?” 

The deep feeling of the man was evi- 
dent, but a moment later he said, ‘‘Well, 
colonel, you are now teaching your young 
soldiers to serve the flag for which my 
‘officers laid down’ their lives.”—New 
‘Orleans Times-Democrat.

Photographing In Colors. 

Color photography has attracted much 
attention during’ the past year or 18 
months, and the experimentsin that line 
have been startlingly successful. Pro- 
fessors Lippmann and Vogel are the pio- 
neers in this branch of the photographic 
art, and both are enthusiastic over re- 
cent results. Lippmann’s investigations 
have proven that on a layer of albumen 
he could take brilliant photographs of 
the spectra, nor was it necessary to 
bring out the colors one at a time by a 
laborious application of specially haa 
pared chemicals. On the contrary, they 
all came out at once, even red, and that, 
too, without the interposition ‘of colored 
screens. In a letter to a society of - pho- 
tographers Lippmann says: ‘‘Announce 
the most wonderful discovery of the age. 
I have brought out colors more brilliant 
than the tints of the rainbow after an ex- 
posure of less than 80.seconds, Alas! I 
grieve to tell you that there are certain 
colors in the rainbow that I have not 
succeeded in chaining to my plate.”—St. 
Louis Republic. 


The Atlantic Ocean. 

The area of the Atlantic is about 80,- 
000,000 square miles, less than half the 
area of the Pacific and between one 
sixth and one-seventh of the total sur- 
face area of the world. It would forma 
circle 6,180 miles in diameter, which is 
rather more than double the distance 
from Liverpool to New York. 

Its depth is much better known than 
that of the Pacific and averages more 
than 2,000 fathoms, probably about 14,- 
000 feet, or about 2# miles. The height 
of Mont Blanc is about three miles. 

The cubic contents are therefore near- 
ly 80,000,000 cubic miles, so that the At- 
lantic could be contained bodily in the 
Pacific nearly three times. The number 
of cubic feet is 117 followed by 17 ci- 
phers, a number that would. be ticked 
off by our million clocks in 870,000 years. 
Its weight is 825,000 billion tons, and the 
number of gallons in it is 78 trillions, A 
sphere to hold the Atlantic would have 
to be 583} miles in diameter.—Long- 
man’s Magazine.
